Premier Bulganm and Communist 
party boss Nikita Khrushchev took 
tea Sunday with Queen Elizabeth II 
in ancient Windsor Castle. 


They presented the Queen with 


a Russian sable wrap at a tea- 
table meeting during which young 
Prince Charles and Princess Anne 
were brought in for a polite how- 
do-vou-do. 


In nearby London thousands of

marched 
in 
orderly 
protest 


against the visit of the Soviet lead- 
ers to Britain. They prayed also 
for those behind the Iron Curtain. 


Bulganm and Khrushchev mo- 


tored here through the British 
countryside from Chequers, where 
they were guests of Prime Minis- 
ter Eden at his official country 
residence. It was a pleasant spring 
day. 


Both Smiling 


There was no official statement 


on what was taken up. Both Rus- 
sians smiled broadly as they left. 


Eden preceded them by 20 min- 


utes to Windsor, presumably to 
supervise arrangements for their 
arrival. 


Windsor, the country place of 


British royalty, sits commandingly 
at the head of the Thames Valley 
overlooking the approaches to the 
heart of the English countryside, j 


Many gathered to watch the ar- 


rival of the two Soviet leaders. 
There were some cheers frosr. the 
crowd and the Russians waved 
genially. 


All Is Not Sweetness 


While the two Kremlin leaders 


were balancing teacups in the 
great grey castle, London police 
were busy seeing that the march- 
ers did not get out of hand. 


There were demonstrations also 


in industrial Leicester, where 800 
Ukrainians, Poles and other refu- 
gees marched.

SPANKING TOUCHED IT OFF 


Brooding Boy, 77, Kills 
Mother, Dad, Brother 


MANSFIELD, Conn. <*V—An 11- 


year-old boy with poor eyesight, 
apparently brooding, police said, 
over a parental spanking, shot and 
killed his parents and an older 
brother who picked on him. 


The shooting occurred at milk- 


ing time Saturday night on the 
small farm of Richard Curgenven, 
42. He died in the triple tragedy 
with his wife Beatrice, 41, and 
their other son, Richard Jr., 14. 


Police said no one knew about 


it until Robert Curgenven went to 
a neighbor's home to tell him what 
he had done after having spent 
the night with the bodies. 


Ballets I« Teeth 


State Police Lt. Harry Taylor 


reported the boy said he sighted 
a .22 caliber rifle with his left 
eye, 
because his right eye was 


poor, and held his spare bullets 
in his teeth. 


Taylor said that the boy's story 


sounded 
so fantastic that 
the 


neighbor, to whom he reported the 
tragedy, would not at first believe 
it. 


Taylor said Robert apparently 


planned the shootings a week ago, 
after his last spanking. At that 
time, his father told him to put 
out the light in his room and go 
to bed and finally spanked him 
after repeating the order several 
times.. 


Last Friday Robert told a friend 


that he would leave him his chick- 
ens because he was going away. 
Police thought this indicated he 
was planning the killings, since 
he didn't mention any plans for 
running away. 


Taylor said Robert gave this 


account of the shootings, speak- 
ing quickly, and only breaking into 
tears two or three times: 


He 'ent out to the barn about 


5:30 
o'clc-k where he found his 


b 'her milking a cow. 


"I'm going to shoot you," said 


•Robert, and the brother told him 
"get out of here." Richard went 
on milking. 


Brother Staggered 


Robert shot him twice, reloading 


each time, and the brother threw 
the milk can at him. Robert 
backed out of the barn door, and 
when Richard staggered out, he 
shot him'a third time in the stom- 
ach. The older boy fell to the 
ground and Robert shot him for 
the fourth time, in the head. 


Then he went around to the front 


of the house. His mother was in a 
bedroom and he shot through the 
window.' The bullet struck her 
just over the heart. 


His father came out of the front 


door. Robert taid, 'Hi, dad," and 
shot him. The father crumpled on 
the path outside the front door. 
His father told Robert to give him 
the gun, but Robert reloaded and 
shot him again. 


Then he got In the old farm 


pickup truck, and was going to 
drive into «town. He told police 
he was going to five himself up 
but changed his mind and went 
back and slept in the house. He 
even ate before he went to bed. 


Sunday Robert 
went to the 


neighbor. The latter called police 
only after he went to the farm- 
house to assure himself that the 
boy had told the truth. 


Lt. Taylor used the words "av- 


erage, normal and healthy," in 
describing Robert. He said the 
bespectacled lad never got hyster- 
ical during his account, but told 
it quickly, as if he wanted to get 
the business over with.

VETS' BENEFITS HIT 
Pensions Target 
Of Ike Advisory 
Croup's Plans 


CALLS SETUP 'BACKWARD' 


W A S H I N G T O N (AP)—President Eisenhower's 


Commission on Veterans' Benefits Sunday recommended 
that veterans' pensions be "minimized and gradually 
eliminated" by tying them in with Social Security pay- 
ments. It described the idea of continuing the pensions 
as "weak" and "backward-looking." 


The pension recommendation was one of 70 which, 


if adopted, would fundamentally change many of the 
benefits now being granted by the government to the 
nation's 22 million veterans, including disability compen- 
sation, widow's pensions, GI insurance, survivors bene- 
fits, and readjustment payments. 


The recommendations were made to the President 


in a 415-page report on which the commission, headed 
by Gen, Omar N. Bradley, spent more than a year.

tempt to chart the actual impact 
of the many changes it proposed 
for veterans, servicemen and sur- 
vivors, but it appeared that a 
number of them would lower or 
cut out many of the payments now 
being made. 


For example, some 350,000 of 


the more than 700,000 veterans 
now getting pensions also draw 
Social 
Security payments. The 


commission's 
recommendations 


include deducting the Social Se- 
curity payments front the pen- 
sions of some veterans. 


The proposals, which 
conflict 


sharply with the benefit programs 
of various veterans organizations, 
are bound to stir up controversy. 
None of the veterans organiza- 
tions had any immediate com- 
ment. Neither did officials of the 
Veterans Administration.. 


In its report, the commission 


said "the state of veterans' affairs 
in the United States is on the 
whole good," but added: 


"The dominant problems 
are 


the carrying over from past dec- 
ades of a backward-looking pen- 
sion philosophy and our failure 
to adjust the existing veterans' 
programs to fundamental changes 
in our society. . . . Our philosophy 
of veterans' benefits must accord- 
ingly be modernized and the whole 
structure of traditional veterans' 
programs brought up to date."

Parker Trial Enters 3rd, 
Probably Final, Week 
... Accused To Testify Again Monday

Barrel F. Parker resumes the stand Monday in his own defense 


as his first-degree murder trial enters its third and probably its last 
week before a Lancaster District Court Jury. The trial is expected 
to end the latter part of the week. 


The 24-year-old forester is on trial for the Dec. 14 strangulation 


death of his 22-year-old wife, Nancy, which first-day stories labeled a 
"brutal and baffling" murder. 


One week later, County Attorney 


Elmer 
Scheele announced Par- 


ker's confession to the slaying 
had been obtained by Criminolo- 
gist John E. Reid after being sum- 
moned to Lincoln on Dec. 21 by 
local law enforcement officials. 


Reid and others have testified 


that Parker's oral and written con- 
fessions were given freely and vol- 
untarily and no f o r c e , 'threats, 
promises or inducements w e r e 
made. 


Parker has told a story of "chin 


bouncing, hair grabbing and in- 
tensive interrogation" at the hand 
of Reid in the afternoon, but of 
recalling only the vaguest details 
of the night hours, when Reid 
obtained the writter confession and 
when later two police officers ob- 
tained what th,e prosecution has 
termed an oral confession. 


Following Parker to the stand 


Monday will be Dr. Douglas M. 
Kelley, widely-known University of 
California criminologist and psy- 
chiatrist. 


Dr. Kelley gave Parker a lie 


detector and a psychiatric exam- 
ination on Feb. 24 for the defense 
and stated in an interview that 
Parker had "no guilty knowledge" 
of the crime and gave what he 
regarded as a "false confession." 


Reid's and Dr. Kelley's testi- 


mony at the "trial within a trial" 
last week concerning the confes- 
sion's admissibility met in head- 
on conflict. 


In other presentation of its case, 


the defense is expected to probe 
into an early-police theory of "rob- 
bery and rape" in the slaying and 
any police clues regarding the 1949 
or 1950 black Ford seen Dec. 14 
near the Parker home. 


The defense, according to trial 


indications, will attempt to de- 
velop any police-known details in 
connection with an early "sus- 
pect" in the case.

If they had had a firm commit- 
ment that the President would 
listen to them, then they discov- 


ered that a firm commitment is not necessarily 
firm. The veto message actually was in prepara- 
tion or on a mimeograph machine before the 
governors had a chance to join with the con- 
gressional delegation from the Midwest in a plea 
for the bill. They might just as well have stayed 
home, saved their people some money, and saved 
their breath. Latest development in the farm 
battle was committee approval of an appropria- 
tion for $1,200,000,000 to put the soil bank program 
into operation without delay. The public may get 
the wrong impression. Secretary Benson's first 
reaction was to insist that additional legislation 
was needed in order to enable him to put the 
funds to work. Now the Democrats dispute this. 
They wrote the farm law, they say, and the 
secretary already has the authorization and pow- 
er under the farm legislation now on the books to 
get going and to get going fast on a soil bank 
program. The people will hear a great deal 
more about this later.

political parties, no more expensive than were 
the government to do so by congressional appro- 
priations as Senator Neuberger has proposed. It 
would also give the average citizen a greater 
sense of participation and probably make a 
better voter out of him. 


As to the adequacy of the $10 limit contribu- 


tion, it would require the parties to persuade lour 
million people annually to accumulate quadren- 
nial campaign chests of upward of Sltio million 
each. Upward of 40 million voters participate in 
present day president elections. 
The plan has 


all the earmarks of practicality. 


The principle of broad base support of political 


parties has soundness which recommends the 
tax-deduction contribution plan to more than 
casual study. Coupled with it, of course, should 
be a much tighter law against gifts and favors to 
lawmakers and government administrators. The 
lobby itself is not a vicious thing when it con- 
fines itself to advocating and explaining its in- 
terests. It is only when it exceeds the boundaries 
of propriety and turns to the quicker lures of 
money or favor that it opens the door to harm. 
Bought government just isn't any good, not even 
for the buyer. But it takes money to run political 
parties and to carry the issues to the people. 
The advised step in curbing excessive party gifts 
by special favor seekers is to provide adequate 
funds by other means, preferably from the people 
themselves. The $10 deduction plan serves this 
purpose admirably. 
It might be added that 


larger gifts otherwise provided should be cleared 
through open sources with no privacy whatever. 


Knew What To Do 


The three maulers of Nat (King) Cole and a 


fourth who tried to talk the police out of making 
the arrests got some fine Birmingham, Ala., 
justice.

WASHINGTON — The shrewdly- 


timed offer by the Soviet Union 
to support a United Nations set- 
tlement of the Arab-Israeli conflict 
can n e i t h e r be rejected or ig- 
nored. 


It is by now painfully clear that 


the three Western powers—Britain, 
France and the United States- 
have failed to agree on any uni- 
fied approach to the problem of 
Arab nationalism and the oil of 
the Middle East. 


This division has helped to cre- 


ate for the Soviets the opportu- 
nity, against the background of the 
blackmailed arms deal with Egypt, 
to cut themselves into the Middle 
East as a recognized power in that 
area. 


Given the conflicting interests of 


the t h r e e powers, particularly 
those of Britain and America, per- 
haps agreement never was possi- 
ble. The vestiges of colonialism, 
past and present, are a curse on 
the relationship of the two nations 
that have such a great stake in 
the oil of the region. 


Behind the scenes there have 


been mutual recriminations 
that 


go back to the rivalry of Britain, 
so long dominant in the M i d d l e 
East, and the United States, the 
newcomer. 


Both in a strong appeal from 


Prime Minister Anthony Eden to 
President Eisenhower and, indi- 
rectly, in a dozen different ways, 
the British have sought to persuade 
this government in recent weeks 
to take a common stand in check- 
ing the growing a m b i t i o n of 


Egypt's 
Premier 
Gamal 
Abdel 


Nasser. 


The British implied that this 


country had no policy and that 
to permit the drift to continue was, 
in effect, 
to concede the inevi- 


tability of an Arab-Israeli war. 


In their turn, American officials 


privately complain of ;he way in 
which British colonist!;?m cling to 
the past. They cite the sheikdoms 
where British "advisers" exert the 
real power. 


An example is the 
fabulously 


oil-rich island of Bahrein in the 
Persion Gulf. For 
30 years Sir 


Charles Belgrave has been "eco- 
nomic consultant" to the Sheik of 
Behrein. But recently, according to 
American sources, there have been 
demonstrations against Sir Charles, 
indicating that this slightly dis- 
guised feudalism cannot long con- 
tinue.

Proof of tins dissatisfaction 
is 


found in ti.e Council's consternation 
when f a c i n g a decision on the 
width of a street or where to spend 
jts street money. Frankly, there 
does not seem to be a practical 
plan for traffic improvement in 
which the Council has or wishes to 
place its confidence. 


Every decision that is made in 


connection with the movement of 
tratfic comes more from a c'ir- 
renl situation than from any iu- 
t re p'..ii':iir.'.: Nati.rails, the C.v..n- 
c.l l.ie^ ;o look as !ar ,i:iead ;i< 
p.)Ns:!ile :n readmit; any uec'.-io!! 
but the solutions to todjv 's proo- 
Icir.s are hard to tind by attempt- 
ing to Jit them into what ;s ex- 
peeled in the future. 


Many times the Council 
finds 


the city's various traffic groups in 
d i s a g r e e m e n t . Frequently, 
the Planning Commission, Traffic 
Commission, Engineering Depart- 
ment, planning engineer and traf- 
fic division head are on different 
ground when it comes to street 
widths and major improvement ex- 
penditures. 


But, 
it is not really too unusual 


to find differing, even conflicting, 
recommendations coming f r o m 
four or five sources. Seldom do 
any two people even in the same 


line of work think exactly alike »• 
any particular subject o> i»»ur. 
Perhaps tin- fault at present lies IB 
thr fact that no one is the bead of 
Lincoln traffic program or aduiia- 
islration. 


A Council committee of Mayor 


Cl.irk Jeary and Councilmen Jos- 
eph E. Fenton and Hush Thome 
has been studying one street width 
problem along a stretch ol Hol- 
drege scheduled to be paved m 
t;>e near 
future. 
However,

group has also gotten into the 
over-ail broader Held of trathc 
planning and engineering. While 
saying nothing at this tune on their 
discussions, it is entirely possible 
that they might come up with a 
recommendation for a revision in 
th» present administrative end of 
traffic work. If they do. emphasis 
ui'.l surely be placed upon a more 
centra'i.-.ed and co-ordinated pro- , 
gram.

may not be wise to present that 
as the only or major point in favor 
of the building. Such a presenta- 
tion could lead to bitter disap- 
pointment for the taxpayers at • 
later date. 


Lincoln drivers may notice a 


change before too long in the con- 
dition of the city's streets. 


Under a plan to be initiated by 


Mayor Jcary, all city vehicles will 
be lurnished forms on which city 
employes can make note of bad 
street conditions. The city's street 
maintenance department w o r k s 
only on a complaint basis. 


Thus, a hole in the street is 


normally f i x e d only after com- 
plaint has been made about it. 
Actually, this is about the only pos- 
sible method of procedure s i n c e 
tht department has no other way 
ol knowing where the bad spots 
art1 


With all city vehicles operating 


as » checker on street troubles, 
bad conditions will surely come 
sooner to the attention of the pav- 
ing repair department. Such • sys- 
tem should also be more efficient. 
Knowing more of the bad street 
conditions at one lime will enable 
the department to dispatch its re- 
pair crews in a more orderly fash- 
inn rather than skipping from one 
end of Ihr city to the other as 
crmplaints comr in. 


On Monday, the-cornerstone of 


the new Pershing Memorial Au- 
ditorium will be laid. The cere- 
monies will be attended by many 
who can well remember the long 
years it has taken to reach this 
point. 


However, a look at the progress 


now being made on the audito- 
rium removes much of the sting of 
past setbacks and disappointments. 
While it has been mentioned, th« 
delay in completion of the build- 
ing until the fall of 1957 seems 
a little unlikely at this time. An 
auditorium performance about this 
time next year looks like a good 
possibility.

As to the adequacy of the $10 limit contrib u­ 
tion, it would require the parties to persuade four 
million people annually to accum ulate quadren­ 
nial cam paign chests of upw ard of $160 million 
each. U pw ard of 40 million v oters participate in 
present day president elections. 
The plan has 
all the e a rm a rk s of practicality. 
The principle of b road b ase support of political 
parties has soundness which recom m ends the 
tax-deduction contrib ution plan to m ore than 
casual study. Coupled with it, of course, should 
b e a m uch tighter law against gifts and fav ors to 
law m akers and gov ernm ent adm inistrators. The 
lob b y itself is not a v icious thing when it con­ 
fines itself to adv ocating and explaining its in­ 
terests. It is only when it exceeds the b oundaries 
of propriety and turns to the quicker lures of 
money or fav or that it opens the door to harm . 
Bought gov ernm ent just isn’t any good, not ev en 
for the b uyer. But it takes money to ru n political 
parties and to c arry the issues to the people. 
The adv ised step in curb ing excessiv e party gifts 
b y special fav or seekers is to prov ide adequate 
funds b y other m eans, preferab ly from the people 
themselv es. The $10 deduction plan serv es this 
purpose adm irab ly. 
It might b e 
added that 
larger gifts otherwise prov ided should b e cleared 
through open sources with no priv acy w hatev er.

The three m aulers of Nat (King) Cole and a 
fourth who tried to talk the police out of making 
the arre sts got some fine B irm ingham , Ala., 


justice. 
A city m agistrate told them that their v ictim 
w as a far b etter citizen in point of b ehav iour 
and then he gav e them each 180 days in jail. 
That is plenty of time to allow them to think 


things ov er. 
It w a sn ’t a b ig case, just a police court m atter, 
and the judge's nam e cannot b e found in Who's 
Who. 
But he is an all right judge, well up on 
his law. His sense of equality under the law and 
of justice is irreproachab le. That m akes him a 


pretty b ig man. 
There are lots of places to sta rt when it comes 
to clearing up the m atter of civ il rights, b ut there 
is no b etter place than the lower courts b ecause 
they are where m ost of the personal relations 
cases are tried. 
In that way of thinking the 
B irm ingham m agistrate set an excellent pattern, 
prov ing first to the nation that justice can b e 
dispensed anywhere, if the court is so m inded, 
and second that scofflaws had b etter treat his 
court with m ore regard hereafter.
